You see Him putting 
His hand upon the leper and smoothing with His 
gentle Angers the sightlessness out ot unseeing 
eyes, and stopping to hear, the story of woe tro<m 
the lips of the psvorty-strlckea. lis could uul 
be leas like the majority of reformers and tencli- 
(;rK than He was In His individual conversations 
with the poorest of tho people, as He showed them 
the way ot lite. 

"To the poor the Gospel is preached." Tho poor! 
The Hebrews ot that age neglected them, the 
Ovnolro ((PKnlpnr! ihom, th" Romans trnmplcil them 
under foot. Would there be any perceptible dlf- 
feronco now, but for the tact that tho esample ot 
Christ and the leading of His Spirit have been in 
the world those nearly nineteen centuries? 



JESUS waa all for service, which He rendered 
divinely. In the miracles He was working, there 
was that which was beyond the natural order, 
which only God Himself could pertorm. His very 
.service was a certillcation o£ His Deity— a declar- 
ation that He was the llnality in the sphere of 
the spiritual. What adpniiale re?pon=e can we ever 
make to a service so superhuman as was His? 
"Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small; 
Love so amazing, so divine, 

Demands my soul, my life, my all." 
Why think we Jesus is the last word in re- 
ligion? Because Ho has in Himself all the lilgheat 
QualitiEa of apiril uiir owu spirits can think of as 
liollest and worthiest ot attainment. We can not 
oven dieaiu of courage more magnificent than His. 
In our lottlest flight of imagination, we cau not 
GOncoivi of love more .-.upieniuiy iieaitrifiil than 
His. It is not within tlie range of fancy to 
contemplate purity whiter than His. Unselflsh- 
ness has its perfect illustration in His life. 
Historical searchlights have shot their fiercest 
light into every nook and cranny ot Chl'lst'a 
behavior. Philosophers have analyzed His 
every recorded word; psychologists have 
scrutinized His inner consciousness; sociolo- 
gists and historians have weighed and re- 
weighed His hillueuue upon mankind, and the 
universal verdict is that Jesus is the noblest 
Spirit that was ever garbed in our mortality. 
His supernal qualities render Him final in the 
religious realm. 

Christ is the last word in religion 
because of His Indestructible vitality. Bud- 
dhis,m and Mohammedanism are the only two 
religions that are serious rivals of Christian- 
ity in their efforts to become universal faiths. 
But Buddhism long ago began to lose its vital 
force and shows no power of recovery. Chris- 
tianity has frequently declined, but just as 
frequently and usually very quickly, revived, 
as in the Dark Ages. This strange power of 
recovery, this Inevitable reassertion of Itself, 
this indesLTuctihieness sets Christianity apart 
from other spiritual movements. Moham- 
medanism does not possess it. Its moral de- 
cline has never taken an upward turn. It Is 
still a deadly blight wherever it dominates. 
Those who know what recently happened in 
Western Asia are aware that tliere is no 
ethical revival In Mohammedanism. The mir- 
acle ot the secret longing to find God is a 
testimony of the divineness of Christ. 

JESUS is the last word in religion because 
of His immed lateness. We can all go 
light to Hi'Hi. Jesus deals first hand with 
every one of us. On the day that John's two 
disciples were with Him tor a while, they saw 
His unhindered contact, soul '" soul, with 
every one who came in need, ai d they saw 
the instant restoration of body, : d and spirit 
In every case. 

Be this the occasion ot our deepest grati- 
tude that Jesus ot Nazareth is so easily ac- 

cessible to each man, woman and child. Let

Since The Army's advent, about 
ten years after the first rush to 
the Diamond Fields, it can truly be 
.=;aid that the Organization has be- 
come part of the life of Kimberley; 
time and time again it has been 
mstrumental in hclpinE on to their 
feet men of different social spheres 
who were "down on their luck." 

When The .\rmy opened fire in 
Kimberley it was little more than a 
shack towTi with .simdry canvas tents, 
improvised lean-to and galvanized- 
iron huts. The trefis the place origin- 
ally boasted weTe used for firewood; 
the soil, when not actually disturbed 
for diamonds, was ploughed to 
powder by the heavy traffic. Water 
was almost as dear as wine. There 
were few recreations except gambling, 
and they gambled on anything; 
on the rapidity with which respective 
candles wouhl burn, on the eccen- 
tricity and endurance of pinned 
mosquitoes. There The Army found 
a ripe field, for its work, and was 
wonderfully used by God in the recla- 
mation and Salvation of diamond 
diggei's and others, many of whom 
took a bold stand for God and right, 
and not a few are standing trae to- 
day in this country and in other 
partp of the world. 

It i.s not. however, the purpose 
hri'C In dwell upon past history, but 
rather to give a few facts of The 
Army's activities in Kimberley to- 
iLt-. The Officers in charge. Captain 
ari'l Mis, Spence, have a dual respon- 
sibility in that the Corps and the 
Men's' Home are under their super- 
vision. 

The Band renders valuable service, 
A feature of the Corps' activities is 
the Saturday night Open-air outside 
the Town Hall, which is usually 
attended by a large crowd. Several 
of the outlying towns have been 
visited of late, notably Warrenton, 
Vvhere a week-enu campaign was 
earned to a successful conclusion.

SUGGESTIONS FOR BAND- 
SERGEANTS 

The Band-Sergeant's position is 
one of the moat taxing and importanl 
ill tlie Band; especially is this so to- 
day, when the need for spirituality In 
Army Bands Is greater than ever. 
Many Baudsmen ate being trans- 
feiTed from Young People's Corps, 
and it is vitally essential that they 
should be helped into a deeper eplrl- 
tual expeiience, and taugiit how to 
pray and testify In public. 

May I tnalce a few siigiiestions? I 
would say, flrat, get in- 
to close tonch with 
your Bandsmen, and so 
pain their conJldence. 
Shalce hands with them 
all at least once on a 
Sunday; il you do not 
KCt the opportunity In 
the iiiorning, well, givo 
them a "God bless 
yoiit" and a shake of 
the b.-,nd in the after- 
noon. They wilt then 
reulisi; iliat you are in- 
terested in them. 

Arrauge durins tiie 
Sunday tor one Bands- 
man to open the pro- 
ceedings at the next 
Band practice, and for 
auotber to close. This 
is an opportunity for 
them lo practise how 
to pray in public, as 
(veil as how to play an 
iustrument. By teach- 
ing th&rii hei'K lo con- 
duet two or three pray- 
ei'3 and choruses, you 
will make some new 
Prayer meiiting leaders, create new 
interest in the Band practico, and 
help comrades to get over their 
nervousness. 

Talk to the men confideutiaily about 
tlieir own personal experience. Find 
out it they regularly react tlie Bible, 
and how often titey pray. 

These suggestions apply not only 
lo Baiiil-Sergeanta, but also to Song- 
ster-Sergeants. Thoy will help to 
create a better spiritual atmosphere 
ill Bands and Brigades, and as.stiretUy 
lessen the cares and anxieties of Band- 
masters and Sougster-Le'aders.

A BAD PRACTICE 

A correspondent writes complain- 
ing of the practice obtaining in some 
Bands where men pu!l out the slides 
of their instruments with a pop, and 
others blow out the water with a 
sound very much like that made by 
elephants blowing through their 
trunks. 

No tliocretion is used by many of 
tlie offenders. This is not an un- 
common practice In the Sunday even- 
ino: mectinR-, and makes an unfavor- 
aljle impression upon the congrega- 
tion. 

Our correspondent thinks Band- 
masters should take the matter in 
hnnd and discourage the practice. He 
mnkos a point of getting the water 
out of his instrument after he has 
played; ■• 

If men would keep their valves 
down when pulling out their slides 
there would be no "popping" and, in- 
cidentally, thejr would give the im- 
pression of understanding the elemen- 
tary \a\vs governing tlie instruments 
thev play. Pulling slides out with 
the' valves up in like pushing a gate 
off its hinges instead of lifting the 
latch. 



CONSULT THE BAND- 
SERGEANT 

It would be to their advantage. It 
Bandsmen, especially the "younger 
end," would more often consult their 
Band-Sergeants with relation to their 
personal problems. 

Most of our Band-Sergeants are men 
with expevienee, and they would love 
to he of use in this direction. Tempta- 
tions come to all men, no matter who 
they are, or what their position may 
be: spiritual difllculties and differ- 
ences, too. crop up, and it is at these 
limes that our Band-SeiBeauts cau be 
of real use.

TONAL OUTPUT 

THE PROBLEM OF UNEQUAL 
BLOWING 

This is one of the moat important 
aspects of Band teohnittue, Evetj 
Band should strive to produce a good 
full tone, especially in ensemble 
playing. Some of our Bands have 
developed it to a fine degree, whilst 
others appear to have sadly neglect- 
ed it. 

Executive ability is desirable, but 
I am inclined to think that tone- 
power, developed on right Imps, 13 
more ao. 

Of course, no Band can secure a 
big round tone if its instrumentaliits 
do not produce their notes might, 
smart attack, precision, good mtona- 
tion, note valuation — these arc some 
of the things to he sought after iti 
this connection^ 

Sometimes Bands are accused of 
overblowing, but this is not alwitys 
so; occasionally it is a case of un- 
equal blo^ving. A certain Hand ot 
my acciunintance has a trombone 
section of four players: the soloist 
produces a fine, full tone, whilst the 
other three are weak; consequently 
the soloist is said to be overblowing 
his notes, but in reality the other 
three players are at fault foi not 
blowing sufficiently strong. In en- 
semble playing no section should un 
duly stand out. 

A great aid to this is the 7r>,p,.r 
sustaining of notes. Some Bands do 
well in attack and release, but fail 
to keep the tone firm. This, of 
course, must be done. 

Hymn-time playing is one of ihs 
finest means I know of de\elopmg

Montreal Is honored In helnn the 
Headquarters tor this important 
branch, from which point operations 
tor the entire Dominion are directed, 
under the »able administration ot 
Lieut.-Colouel Tudfe, International 
Inspector, and Brigadier Pinchen, 
Resident Secretary, A peep into this 
busy Department speaks eloquently 
ot ellicieucy, and, to borrow an aphor- 
ism, that IS this Department's "middle 
name." Conspicuously gracius every 
corner, and, it would seem, all spare 
space, are fliiug cabinets, each con- 
taining enouijh 'copy" to till a. WAR. 
CHY; 

b'or purposes ol administration the 
country is divided into three dia- 
iricta. A chain ot ten Lodeea, tor 
the new arrivalD, stretchtis trom 
Atlantic to Pncihc. Ot these, three 
are devoted to the interests ai youllis 
between the ages ot 14 to IS, 5'i'i of 
viliuui v/nje received in liljitj and 
piatied thiouehout the country. 
KoueJiiy spealciQg there are 1,655 
Such youths utider our care. Similar 
Lodges i'ui- young women aJ"c in 
operation, of whom 700 were placed 
in domestic service last year. 4,SJ1 
young women are wards of The Army 
in Canada. 

Regarding the youths: all are train- 
ed nt Hadleigh Farm Colony, pre- 
vious to tackling farminu in this 
country, thus, they are well-equipped 
(or their task from the onset. The 
youths' are not, as is Ofiten supposed, 
from Orphanages or Institutions, but 
are specially selected. 

No fewer than thirty-nine parties, 
containing 2,056 people, were con- 
ducted by The Army in the year 
pHst, 5,855 lunches were served to 
these oa the train. 

In addition, three through - rate 
parties were conducted, containing 
150 passengers, (or whom 1,011 hot 
meals were prepared by a special 
cook. Sleeping accommodation was 
also provided. 

What these youthful citizens feci 
resardlnff The Army forms an inter- 
esting topic as will be observed [roni 
the Collowine extracts, which are 
repreHentatlve o£ many others re- 
cel'Ved: 

"I must thank God and The Sal- 
vation Army for the splendid progress 
I have made in this country, and t 
do not tielleve ' will ever regret the 
; day that l decided to come out here. 



"You certainly can drop us lads 
Into good homes, and t do appreciate 
. the way the 'Good Old Army,' as It Is 
often referred to, has looked after us 
lads. Wo are never without their aid, 
and I hops that other lads can say 
the same as I, that Is, that they 
never regretted the day when they 
left the Old Land. 

Not of leas importance is the set- 
tling at widows, who, with their chil- 
dren, have proven the advantage ot 
re-oommenclng life in a new land. 
This optimistic note was received 
trom one:

I am pleased to nay we arc 
all well, I had the boys home for 
tha Christmas holidays and gave i;hem 
a good time. I also had Margaret and 
a girl friend for a week-end at 
Thanksgiving, and my eldest girl and 
another nurse are expecting to be 
with us On Sunday next, so wo have 
had quite a family gathering. 

"I had a visit from a lady from 
tho Canadian Government immigra- 
tion Department to see the girls,
